Mr. Rockefeller proves that it is possible, under modern ec- 


onomic conditions, for wealth to concentrate into tha hcnds of 
a few. Are %ve »oii«£ to allow that tendency to go on unrestrain- 
ed? Is government ever justified in limiting the wealth of its 
citizens? 


It is one of tre fundamental convictions of Americans that 


the individual should be allowed entire freedom of action, so long 
as ht keeps the l°w, and that government is to let him alone. 
Is there no check to that? Shall we continue the present system 
until the business of the country SE controlled by a small group of 
a dozen men, or fewer? 


If one su";»e5t5 the limiting: of private fortunes, is he neces- 


sarily an anarchist, ar. ypsetter. or a dangerous radical? 


Mr. Rockefeller s-.-cms to be benevolently disposed, and has 


helped education, reljjfioua institutions, scientific research, and 
charities of many lands. But suppose he had not been so; and 
suppose that the heritors of this vast wealth-unit should use 
the money power in an evil way; could government prevent it? 


We have no sympathy with envy, hate, or hostility toward 


any man simply be'cause he is rich or powerful; but is it wise for 
a democracy to entrust vast power into hands that are not respdn- 
sible to the people, and that may be autocratic? 


Has not'the history of mankind proved the saying of Guizot, 


that "all uncontrolled power has in itself the seed of abuse"? 


The old king idea was that the ruler was answerable only to 


God: the modem idea is that a ruler of any state is answerable 
to the people. Is Mr. Rockefeller a king or a steward? Is he 
master or servant of the people?
